Notices oame

neutrality as bet%veen the United States 
and Spain In the present struggle, in 
most cases they were in answer to the 
Identical note sent out Monday by the 
state department to all United States 
embassies and legations, 
instructing 
them to inform 
the governments to 
which they were accredited that war 
has existed since April 21. Great Britain 
always has taken an adv^a^'e stand in 
the principles of n e u tra lità so that it 
was with great interest that the news 
was received here of the terms of the 
neutrality proclamation issued at Lon­ 
don. On the whole the officials are dis­ 
posed to take the view that the strict 
adherence by Great Britain to thes3 
rules will be rather more advantageous 
to the United States than to Spain. 


The president issued a proclamation 
during the day laying down rules as to 
the seiasure of prlaes. The proclamation 
begins by declaring that this govern­ 
ment will not resort to privateering 
and will adhere to the declaration of 
Paris otherwise, in which Spain also 
agrees with us.

All the uplaLii.>i :;ro 
fertile enough, the only troublu uuout 
mulung use of that fertility t *ing tUo 
lack of moisture, Irrigation has uot yet 
succeeded in bringing water m abun­ 
dance to the assistance of riiu tiller of 
the soil in this rtgion, aud therefore 
only suoh a plaut can live as has deep 
roots and a pertiuooity that even the 
hot winds of Kansas cannot ehake,—

This is regarded as sp e­ 
cially Important at this time, owing to 
the fact that the Cape Verde islands, 
the Azores and the M adeiras belong to 
Portugal. 
All of these groups have 
fine harbors and coaling facilities, and 
are so located as to be of vital service 
to the Spanish navy in case their use 
w as not barred by Portugal's neutrality. 
The neutrality of Portugal wll) prevent 
a longer use of these islands as a base 
of operations for the Spanish ships, or 
even a stopping place for them.

The heavy demand which began in 
local circles on the gong stroke for a 
tim e swept the market bare of wheat, 
rushed July up to $1.02*/^, representing 
3% cents advance over Monday, and 
sent May to $1.25, or SV4 cents above 
where It closed Monday.
